Wh y Typhoid Fevers 
rare in Oakland 


The typhoid death rate in Oakland is one 
of the lowest in the nation for cities of more 
than 100,000. As typhoid is a water-borne 
disease, no better proof of the purity of the 
water used by those living in the east Bay 


Cities could be desired. 


Before any of the water from Lake San 
Leandro, one of the great storage reservoirs of 
the system, is transported to any of the dis- 
tribution reservoirs, it is passed through sand 
filters. The water is treated with a coagulant to 
make the heavier impurities sink to the bottom, 
then passed through fine white Monterey sand. 
Any impurities, even bacteria, are held on, the 
grains of sand—only pure water goes through. 

To prove that the filtering process is working per- 


. fectly, a specimen of this “finished” water is sent to 
the Western Laboratories daily for analysis. 


The men at the various filter plants who have been 
trusted with the responsibility of making the water for 
330,000 people safe, are: Henry Lang, who has 
served the company for 20 years, (pictured operating 
the great water valve which controls the flow of water 
into the filter); George Evane who has served 5 years; 
Frank and Ed. Harlow, 20; Tony Bettencourt, 8; Geo. 
Giesenhoffer, 5; and Tim Tierney, Superintendent of
